Winter wheat production this year 
forecast today by the department 
of agriculture at 461,471,000 bush- 
els,

bushels indicated a month ago, 
351,030,000 bushels produced last 
year, and 632,061,000 bushels, the 
1922-31 average production. 
The forecast was based on the 
condition of the crop on May 1, 
which was 70:9 per cent- of a nor- 
mal due in large part to drought 
conditions, 
compared 
with 
74.3 
pre cent a month ago, 59.4 a 
year ago and 79.2, the 
1922-31 
average; and on the canvass of 
acreage remaining for harvest. 
The acreage sown last fall 
was 41,007,000 acres, 
compared 
with 42,692,000 for the 1933 har- 
vest and 45,339,000 for the five- 
year average, 1927-31.

The area remaining May 1 for 
harvest was reported as 34,725,000 
acres, compared

ITALO-AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN PACT 


AGREEMENT IS REACHED; TO BE 
SIGNED BY NATIONS SATURDAY

ROME, May 9.—OP)—An Italo- 
Austro-Hungarlan economic agree- 
ment was reached today and will 
be signed probably Saturday. 
This agreement 
Is based on 
reciprocal and presidential duties, 
a minimum export price accord, 
and an agreement between the 
three ' nations to purchase fixed 
quantities of certain products. 
The major points of the agree- 
ment, which has been In negotia- 
tion for five weeks by Dr. Rich- 
ard Sehuler, the Austrian min- 
ister. Dr. E. De Winckler, Hun- 
garian export chief, and Dr. Chi- 
ancarelli, the head of the eco- 
nomic section of the Italian for- 
eign ministry are as follows: 


(1) The minimum export price 
accord—Austria and Italy agree to 
buy Hungarian wheat at a price 
approximating 40 lire a quintal, 
that Is, about 92.6 cents a bushel, 
a figure appreciably above the

price.

Rohatch, state highway patrol, by 
rifle fire during a chase of the 
high speed truck loaded with 42 
cases of bonded whiskey and <rth- 
er liquors near Chambers creek 
on Highway 31 between Corslcana 
and- Powell. 
Testimony at the 


trial t-howed Hicre were thr«o ri- 
fle 
shots 
fired, one penetrating 
the right front fender and tire 
of the oflcers' car, and the others 
striking the radiator. 


Crowded Off Highway. 


Smith and McCancUees maintain 
they thought the vursuing officers 
were liquor h'-jachers and that 
they stopped when they §»wWes»- 
brook end Dickey wero ofi'icers 
The officers testified their cars 
were 
><ro\vc'ed off the 
highway 
pavement by the truck.

ty officers of Texas. 


Shooting Started. 


Lieut. Roberts said that when he 
pulled his car alongside the fiee- 
ing truck, he was crowded off the 
pavement and that after h* had 
gotten back on the pavement and 
was gaining on the truck, his car 
was disabled by rifle fire. 
He 
paid he was traveling 65 miles an 
hour when his far was pushed off 
the pavement. 
'He said three shots were fired 
through the rear door glass in 
the truck. 
Lieut. Roberts said the officers 


told the two men they w*re offi- 
cers and to 'Bull ov«r and stop." 
Under cross-examination, Lieut. 


Roberts said the highway patrol- 
men were not In uniform and that 
no badges were displayed, and ad- 
mitted that after the arrests, the 
two prisoners told the officers they 
thought they (the officers) were 
liquor-hilackers.

Rohatch commandeer- 
ed a passing car and came upon 
the truck and men a short time 
after they had been arrested in 
Bast Corslcana.

President Roosevelt today signed 
the sugar production control bill. 
He 'expects to sign the $417,- 


000,000. revenue bill tomorrow. 


The President proclaimed a re- 


duction of one half cent a pound 
in the tariff on sugar. 
He also declared that the rate 


of 
the 
sugar 
processing 
tax 
"must not exceed the amount of 
the reduction" in .he tariff. 


"This means," he said in a 


forma,! statement, "that the pro- 
cessing or 
compensatory 
taxes 
will not increase, in themselves, 
the price to be paid by the ulti- 
mate consumers and at the same 
time our own" sugar producers 
will have the opportunity to ob- 
tain in the form of benefit pay- 
ments, a fairer return from their 
product." 


The President designated an In- 


formal cabinet committee compos- 
ed of officers in charge of the 
various territorial possessions to 
co-operate with the secretary of 
agriculture in administering the 
sugar control bill.
